"You can't exterminate a 
nation. I attended the Versailles 
inference (at the end of the 
World war) and saw the Germans 
apparently crushed to the ground. 


"I never expected another Euro- 


pean war—but today there is war. 


"Similarly, conflict between the 


United States and Japan merely 
would begin a chain of wars. I, per- 
sonally, know no issue between 
them impossible of peaceable solu- 
tion." 


Admiral Nomura said Japanese 


are more concerned with peace in 
China than anyone else. He explain- 
ed: 


"For military reasons 
blockade 


and restrictions of business are nec- 
essary, and businessmen of all na- 
tions suffer. That applies to Japa- 
nese traders along with the others 
What we want is peace in China 
then free and equal trade between 
China and all the rest of the world 


"When that comes—and it may 


come soon—the facts will speak for 


this particular 
Japan and the 


United States will disappear auto- 
matically." 


He scoffed at the suggestion that 


Tapan's program of expansion would 
mean exclusion of American busi- 
ness interests from the Orient. 


"In the first place," he said, "il 


s impossible; and in the second, it 
s not being considered. 


No Trade Monopoly 


"Economic facts can't be over 


ridden that way. Japan, China, the 
Sast Indies and all Oriental nations 
must continue free, unrestricted in- 
;ercourse with other countries. Oth- 
erwise, they would stagnate. Where 
would Japan be today had its his- 
;oric policy of tight seclusion con- 
tinued?"

the American belief that the Rome-

about $10,000 in the budget for the 
introduction of a scientific forestry 
program in Appleton was ignored 
by the council. 


The library board was given its 


usual $18,000 plus $3,250 for main- 
tenance costs on the library build- 
ing. The board agreed to turn in- 
come from the building to the city's 
general fund and also to turn back 
any part of the $3,250 which is not 
used at the end of the year. 


Levied for the water department 


fund was $16,341, a boost of about 
$7,500 part of which will be a pay- 
ment of $3,000 on the 12-inch water 
m a i n installed recently on N. 
Oneida street. The remainder of 
the money will go into capital in- 
vestment on which the city receives 
5 per cent 


Placed in the levy for bank loans 


was $140,000, the same amount as 
this year. This automatically wipes 
out the 1940 deficit and starts the 
city off on Jan. 1 with a clean slate. 


Because the firemen were forced 


by legislation this year to pay an 
additional 2J per cent into their 
pension fund, the levy for that pur- 
pose was reduced from $4,453 to

This is an increase of 
about $1.000. 


The city engineer's department 


was listed at $7,000, the plumbing 
inspector at $1,750, the building in- 
spector at $1,900, the electrical de- 
partment at $3,100 and the sealer 
and weighmaster at $2,250, all the 
same as this year. 


Because of the increased number 


of homes in the last couple of years, 
the dumps and clean-up account 
was hiked a $1,000 to $7,500 while 
the equipment repair fund was re- 
duced $3,000 to $6,000. The latter 
reduction was made because the ac- 
count cost only $5,400 this year. 


Cut Sewer Fund 


New sewers cost the city a net of 


$15,080 this year, an overdraft of 
$6,000 but because most of the ex- 
pensive sanitary sewer jobs are 
finished including the depressed 
system at the northwest city limits, 
the account was reduced to $5,000 
for 1941. 


Sewer and catchbasin mainten- 


ance was placed at $4,000 and street

Street oiling after the special as- 


sessments are paid will cost the 
city $1,792 this year, an overdraft 
of $1.200 but because so much oil' 
ing was done this year the account 
was left at $500 which is believed 
to be adequate in view of the re- 
duced program planned for next 
year. The street cleaning account 
was reduced $1.000 to $5.000. 


The street repair and mainten- 


ance account remains at $15,000 de- 
spite an overdraft of $4,000 and the 
fund for new sidewalks was reduc- 
ed from $1,500 to $1,000, also be- 
cause of plans for a lighter pro- 
gram. 


Weed Costs Tip 


A rainy summer this year shot the 


weed cutting account into a $3,000 
overdraft but the account was listed 
at $1,500 for next year, the same as 
in 1940. The sum of $31,000 was 
placed in the budget for street light- 
ing and $900 for ground rental, both 
the same as this year. 


Aldermen set the snow removal 


budget at $6,000 with their fingers 
crossed and hoped for no snow from 
now to the end of the year so they 
would come out even. But the 
weather man fooled the council and 
sent the snow today. 


Fire and police depirtment budg- 


ets were set at $60,COO and $50,000 
respectively, slight reductions in 
both cases. A police department re- 
quest for new cars and motorcycles 
was not considered and petitions 
from both departments for pay res- 
torations were ignored by aldermen. 


The city hall account was reduced 


$300 to $6,000 although the operation 
this year cost $7.511. Hydrant rental 
was set at $48,600, a boost of $600. 


The relief budget again was set at 


$40,000, which is far short of the ac- 
tual amount spent each year. How- 
ever, this year the city will receive 
money from other counties which is 
expected to offset some of the prob- 
able overdraft. The rest will come 
out of the contingent fund. 


WPA Projects 


WPA projects caused a little ar- 


gument but the council finally set- 
tled on $20,000 for the account. $5,- 
000 for new bleachers at Spencer 
street field, $5,000 for curbs and 
gutters and $10,000 for storm scw- 
crs. The account this year cost the 
city $42,156. 


The health department received 


$5.500, a reduction of $150; the 
board of appeals $25; the tax rebate 
committee. $200; memorial day ac- 
count. $200: the artillery band. $1,- 
500; the Wisconsin State Employ- 
ment Service. $935; and the treat- 
ment plant, $15,400, all the same as 
this year. 


Insurance on city buildings of 


$750 this year was dropped because 
the buildings now are insured for 
three years. 
An account for the 


Schultz property of $2,000, also was 
dropped this year. 


Estimated Income 


Next year the city will receive 


$78,000 in taxes paid by the Wiscon- 
sin Michigan Power company and

Adieu to Mr. Lewis

There are two brighi spots in the re- 


tirement of Mr. Lewis as the chieftain of 
CIO. 


Ir. the first place, he kept his word. 


He repulsed the offer of a friendly con- 
vention to treat his promise as a for- 
mality. 


In the next place, Mr. Lewis was prob- 


ably the greatest single obstruction to 
anything approaching 
labor 
unity the 


country has known. This was because of 
his dictatorial attitude. He was an un- 
compromising sort of man. Moreover, he 
angered quickly and his personal animos- 
ities entered materially into the labor 
controversy. 
While it is by no means 


certain that CIO and AFL will immedi- 
ately get together, or get together at all, 
since they represent certain theories of 
unionization that do not always run par- 
allel, there is no sound reason why com- 
promises and experiments should not pro- 
vide a solution so long as the will to 
solve is there. And with Mr. Lewis on the 
retired list, the will to solve should im- 
prove materially. 


Forward Conservation 


Under the leadership of men who nave 


proved records of allegiance to the true 
aims of the Wisconsin conservation pro- 
gram, the new Wisconsin Conservation 
League has been formed. 
Sensing the 


usefulness of a vigilant, non-partisan, 
strong and purposeful organization under 
the leadership of private citizens and di- 
vorced from 
the political associations 


which too often tinge the official conser- 
vation administration in the state, they 
have begun to draw together the hun- 
dreds of local conservation groups, civic 
clubs which have designed conservation 
as one of their objectives, and any others 
into a single cohesive force which will 
be able to influence the course of state 
policy toward the preservation and aug- 
mentation of our precious natural re- 
sources. 


That there is need for private initia- 


tive to balance, guide and support the of- 
ficial state program is apparent. That 
the state conservation 
authorities will 


welcome such a movement we are cer- 
tain. That there are plenty of problems 
to tackle and jobs to initiate is obvious. 


There are thousands of acres of bar- 


ren lands in Wisconsin which must be 
restored to forestry. There are hundreds 
of marshes in Wisconsin which were un- 
wisely drained in the boom days and 
which must be reverted to their natural 
destinies, as refuges and homes for water- 
fowl. 
There are lakes and streams in 


Wisconsin, scores of them, which have 
been polluted unnecessarily in the haste 
and waste of our economic and industrial 
development. 


There is a great and as yet unlargely 


untapped reservoir of conservation energy 
available to the conservation program in 
today's young people, boys and girls in the 
boy scouts, girl scouts, 4-H clubs, in the 
classrooms all over Wisconsin, who can 
be enrolled through an education pro- 
gram. 


Our congratulation? to the Wisconsin 


Conservation League. The job is waiting 
for it. There is plenty of work. Our wa- 
ters can be restored. 
Our forests can be 


replanted, our wild life replenished, our 
rivers and lakes made to again furnisii 
their rich supplies of natural wealth. 


The Unmysterious Mystery 


Jules Remains, celebrated French pub- 


licist and leading fighter for peace in Eu- 
rope, has been writing for the Saturday 
Evening Post a .series of articles called 
the Seven Mysteries of Europe. 
Recently 


he wrote upon the Mystery of England. 


Remains' articles would help Ameri- 


cans see the light since the author has 
nothing to do \\ilh our poht.cal situation 
but knows very accurately v.hat is the 
matter \uth the world, and particularly 
the staggering palsies that have afflicted 
democracies. 


People are content to tay that England 


was asleep. But a nation sleeps only as 
sound upon a volcano as its leaders permit 
it to sleep. Here is Mr. Remains' anaylsis, 
all of which was kindly and generous 
toward the English: 


"The outstanding personalities that 


put their stamp on other periods of 
English history are not to be found 
in this one. . . ..Where, in the political 
world of contemporary Great Britain, 
can we find an equivalent for the great 
figures so numerous ir, literature and 
icienctT Or el* if • «tronf and lam- 


j 


inous personality did try to clear • 
path for himself through politics, soon- 
er or later he stumbled into obstacles, 
and was forced to give way to more 
authentic, more interchangeable repre- 
sentatives, of 'general and diffuse' Eng- 
land. That is what happened to Mr. 
Eden. I have always been surprised 
that a mind of the highest calibre like 
Harold Nicholson's, so fitted to under- 
stand things French, was not put to bet- 
ter use in the highest posts. Even 
Winston Churchill had to wait until 
the war of France was lost before be- 
ing admitted to command. There is no 
doubt that the aversion in British pol- 
itics toward great figures has been 
very costly to both England and 
France, and therefore to the w.hole 
world." 
Eden, Nicholson and Churchill could 


not receive the positions their talents de- 
manded simply because they were not the 
fawners, teacup holders, syrup spreaders, 
and personal kidders. 


Either our situation in America is criti- 


cal or it is not critical. If it is critical it 
demands the best we have. If it is not 
critical even the Third Termers are wittf- 
out an argument. 


The Story of the 
Four German Freighters 


The action of the four German freight- 


ers that recently put out from Tampico 
may be much more significant than the 
surface currents indicate. 


It may be remembered 
that one of 


these freighters was scuttled and the other 
three turned back, presenting as their 
reason that they encountered British war- 
ships on the high seas. Then the story 
was changed, that they had 
mistaken 


American freighters for British cruisers. 
But this reason had hardly been issued 
when it was recalled, probably because 
it sounded pretty flat, and the more sub- 
stantial reason was given that American 
war vessels had been met and mistaken 
for British. 


There wasn't any substance to these 


reasons, and even their ghost disappeared 
when the State Department issued the 
declaration that no American warships 
were in that immediate vicinity. 


The captains of these boats may not 


have the high blood pressure necessary to 
become a forthright Nazi. They did not 
view with any pleasure a five thousand 
mile trip, taking about three weeks, be- 
set by every danger the "deep knows. But 
to Berlin, four freighters 
in Tampico 


were just so many zeros. Even if only 
one got through, one freighter at Ham- 
burg is worth a million at Tampico. 


The orders and their disobedience in- 


dicate both the desperate measures under- 
taken by the, German rulers and the un- 
willingness of some German subjects to 
eat fire all the time. Berlin is willing to 
risk everything on one turn of the card. 
But the German people, scattered over the 
globe and out from under ruthless Nazi 
methods, still consider certain problems of 
'life from a reasonable standpoint, and see 
no particular advantage 
in 
dying out 


where the water is a mile deep. 


A Sordid Affair 


They held a little anniversary down in 


Pawtucket, Rhode Island, recently to com- 
memorate the 150th birthday of the tex- 
tile industry in this country. It seems 
that a man by the name of Samuel Slater 
began to make cotton fabrics at about 
the time our nation was formed. 
In the 


recent ceremony a bronze tablet dedicated 
to his memory was placed on public exhi- 
bition. 


• But is it really the sort of subject to 


talk about or should men be commended 
for doing what Slater did? 


Last year the cotton manufacturing in- 


dustry had over 25 million spindles in 
place. It is turning out products valued 
at about $1,300,000,000 annually, employ- 
ing 435,000 persons for that purpose and 
paying wages of about 325 millions. 


Some of those hoodlums who tried to 


batter Mr. Willkie ought to chisel up that 
bronze plaque and erect instead a re- 
minder that about a third of the spindles 
whose activity meant work and produc- 
tion have been out of use and covered 
with dust since the Third Termer took of- 
fice. 


Isn't the record of this monstrous tex- 


tile industry a blot upon America? 
Was 


it not born in the foul and toilsome horse 
and buggy days? 
Our sires who were 


responsible for it knew nothing about gov- 
ernmental paternalism. 
Of course they 


didn't 
have excessive restriction 
and 


mounting taxes then because they didn't 
have any industry to destroy. We need 
these things to put industry out of busi- 
ness or lame it to the place it belongs.

Washington—Ambassador Joseph P. Kennedy 


has been denying newspaper stories lately, so 
he may deny this one. But in Hollywood re- 
cently, he had the movie moguls almost pop- 
eyed with his confidential views on the outcome 
of the war and appeasement. In brief, he said 
that England was virtually defeated. 


Ambassador Kennedy went out to California 


to visit William Randolph Hearst, and to con- 
sider a proposal by,banking interests that he 
join the Hearst newspaper enterprises. While 
there Joe, who once headed the Keith-Albee- 
Orpheum Theatres and later Pathe, dropped in 
to see some of his old friends in Hollywood. 


At a private gathering of movie moguls he 


expounded these extraordinary views: 


1. That England, although fighting heroical- 


ly, faced overwhelming odds, and the 
•United.States might as well realize that 
England was virtually defeated. 


2. That the United States should carefully 


limit its aid to Britain so as to gain time 
to become fully armed, in order to be in a 
better position to do business with the 
Axis victors. 


3. That Hollywood producers should stop 


making films offensive to the dictators. 


Kennedy also admonished his listeners to fol- 


low the views of the Will Hays organization and 
heed the strictures of the Catholic Legion of 
Decency. He emphasized that great damage was 
being suffered by the church as a result of the 
war, which was emptying the churches. His 
thesis was that the church must seek peace as 
soon as possible. 


Kennedy's remarks, although off-the-record, 


caused such a sensation that they were com- 
municated immediately to Washington. Kennedy 
also told his Hollywood friends what he had al- 
ready told the state department, that he would 
definitely not return to London. 


Note—Joe Kennedy, one of Roosevelt's close 


personal friends, was one of the most popular 
American ambassadors ever to serve in London. 
He stuck at his post during the Tain of death 
which hit all around the embassy, but for nearly 
a year has felt that England was fighting a hope- 
less war. Whether she won or not, Kennedy felt, 
the war would completely revolutionize the 
British social and economic system, also result 
in the loss of most of her world trade. 


Beginning next week (December 1) the AAA 


will inaugurate the "Alabama plan," which 
marks a sharp turning in the policy of crop 
control. It is aimed to remedy what has long 
been loosely described as "paying farmers for 
not growing something." 


Henry Wallace and the AAA never acknowl- 


edged that their program was as negative as 
that, but the new program sets out to eliminate 
all doubt. 


Heretofore a farmer could earn benefit pay- 


ments merely by abandoning a certain acreage— 
that is, by reducing the number of acres of his 
major crop. But under the Alabama plan, he is 
required also to carry out certain soil building 
practices, such as terracing, planting erosion-re- 
sisting crops, and setting aside an acre of per- 
manent pasture. 


The plan, first adopted in Alabama, puts 


'armers on their mettle. If they fail to perform. 
he benefit payments are withheld. In other 
vords, the objective is shifted, from acreage 
reduction to improvement of the soil of America. 


LANES TO GREECE 
Desperate Greece is now beseeching the Uni- 
ed States for airplanes, and the state depart- 
ment has announced that the request is being 
;iven "sympathetic" consideration. Not many 
people know it, but state department red tape 
once cut off the shipment of 30 Bellanca bomb- 
ng planes ordered by the Greek Minister of 
Aviation. 


This was about two years ago, when the state 


department was in the habit of pointing an ac- 
cusing finger at any small nation ordering arms, 
especially if the career boys suspected that the 
arms might be trans-shipped to aid Loyalist 
Spain. 


The 30 Bellancas were listed as "training" 


planes, though they could be equipped with 
3omb racks overnight However, when the 
American Minister in Athens, Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh (a relative of Mrs. Roosevelt's) cabled 
the state department for an export license, he 
got a peremptory "No." Joseph Green, in charge 
of the state department's munitions control 
board, wanted to know why Greece, such a lit- 
tle country, wanted so many big planes. So he 
banned the-order on the ground that they might 
go on to Spain. 


In direct contrast is the response of the Amer- 


ican public to the heroic stand taken by Greece 
and to the equally heroic stand taken by Fin- 
land against Russia. 


A tremendous drive, headed by Herbert Hoov- 


er and joined by elite social organizations all 
over the country, raised money for the Finns. 
But although some money is being raised for 
the Greeks, the enthusiasm has not reached any- 
where near the same scale as that for the Finns. 


This may result from the increased callous- 


ness of the American public toward war. Or it. 
may be because Herbert Hoover is not whoop- 
ing it up for the Greeks. 


However, the outcome of the Greek-Italian 


war will mean far more to the outcome of the 
entire war than the battle or Finland. For if the 
Greeks succeed in holding oft Italy for any 
great length of time, it will be a terrific blow to 
the prestige o£ the Axis. 


The military odds, of course, arc in favor of 


the much stronger Italian army in any long 
war. And in the end, Greece may suffer the same 
fate as Finland—especially if Germany comes to 
Italy's rescue through Bulgaria.

useful churches which ecgage and receive the 
hearty material support of relatively large con- 
gregations. The religious establishment as a 
whole is not dead nor is it dying; in many com- 
munities it commands the respect and adhesion 
of the young, the mature and the old. There are 
churches that have lost their hold, but the rea- 
son for this is generally to be found in circum- 
stances unrelated to decadence of religious faith 
among the people. 


Among incidental disclosures resulting from

There, according to the Pennsylvania 
Farmer, Jim Money, the manager of a grain ele- 
vator in Dunbar, offered to Rive hybrid seed 
corn to 100 farmers who would grow an acre 
each for any church of their own selection, husk 
it and deliver it at his elevator. Acceptances 
were not lacking, and each plot was marked 
"God's Acre." The yield averaged forty-two 
bushels and thirty pounds to the acre; it was 
delivered to Mr. Money for a Presbyterian 
church and a Catholic church, and was sold at 
50 cents a bushel. The plan will be put in op-, 
eration again this year. 


The phrases "God's Acre" and "God's Field" 


are associated with the church-yard and the 
burying ground, but this is no reason why either 
should not be otherwise used in good works. 
The practice of dedicating to the Supreme Be- 
ing a portion of the fruits of the earth is of 
grca; antiquity, but that, in turn, is no reason 
why it should not bt followed nowadays.—

any source whatever. 


Experiment! Under Way 


Among the larger plans of the 


realists is one to provide our neigh- 
bors to the south with enough cap- 
ital and credit so that they can 
spend in the United States on a 
basis never thought of before. 


One government department re- 


cently estimated that if one-third 
of the former U. S. tourist trade to 
Europe could be diverted to South 
America, our southern neighbors 
would have credits enough to make 
all their necessary purchases from 
the United States. But that's an- 
other story and herein I'm going to 
consider only what the Department 
of Agriculture is doing and plans to 
do along this line. 


There are. at present, four ex- 


perimental field groups from the 
department in Central and Sooth 
America, working on the single 
crop of rubber. Last year, congress 
appropriated a half million dollars 
for this work . . . and if that seems 
a lot. let's examine the possibilities. 


Rubber originated in South Amer- 


ica and until about 1910 most of it 
came from there. Then the Far East i 
. . . Malaya, Ceylon and the Dutch 
East Indies . . . began to come to 
the fore, until last year, when U. S. 
imports were approximately 600,000 
tens, only about 20,000 tons came 
from South America. About 20,000 
tons more 
came from Firestone 


plantations in Liberia, West Africa, 
and most of the rest from the Far 
East. 


A Flood of Money 


Let's not even consider the possi- 


bilities of our Far Eastern source of 
supply being closed. Lets just con- 
sider what it would mean to south- 
ern Mexico, Brazil and the others if 
we were to purchase nearly 600,000 
tons of rubber 
at a price which 


•would allow a profit over produc- 
tion costs of 10 cents a pound! 


That is why U. S. agricultural 


txperts are in the tropics to devel- 
op a disease-resistant domesticated 
rubber tree. They make no great 
claims for their progress. If the U. 
S. has to have rubber tomorrow, it 
must get it somewhere else—even 
from the synthetic rubber factories, 
where it will cost upward from 25 
cents a pound to produce. BUT, 
give them and South America. 15 
years, and this country will have no 
v/orries about its rubber, and 
South America will have a great 
new agricultural industry which 
will provide millions of dollars an- 
nually for purchases of our manu- 
factured products. 


Hard-Headed View 


I have taken the case of rubber 


because it is easiest to illustrate 
and because work has been no more 
than started or just planned on 
other crops.

. Washington—Far away in Rome 
the pope utters a prayer of peace. 
The headlines call it pessimistic—a 
voice in despair. 
But while the 


words are sad, they are hopeful. 


And little does

structive event 
in the cause of 
peace in many 
months. 
Little 


docs he know 
that in America 
the very men- 
t i o n of the 
word 
"peace" 


Lawrence 
was almost to- 


tally banished during a bitter cam- 
paign—won to'no small extent on 
the fallacy that a vast number con- 
stituting a major political party 
would allow themselves to be led 
into ignominious surrender of hu- 
mar/rights by the so-called "forces 
of appeasement." 


Even the word 
"appeasement" 


twisted out of its original meaning 
has become taboo in America so it 
is like a breath of fresh air to find 
that the same word, used in its 
proper sense, brought to us by the 
pope in the following passage: 


"Let all those who believe In him 


be united then around us and unit- 
ed in spirit with us who beneath 
this dome that views the heaven, 
offer the divine sacrifice and • ap- 
peasement . ." 


America must sooner or later 


emerge from that mood of intoler- 
ance which has hitherto enveloped 
the -very mention of peace. Certain- 
ly there is no urge toward the mak- 
ing of a peace which leaves the 
world in the hands of those who be- 
lieve that might makes right Cer- 
tainly there is no eagerness to end 
without conquest a war which will 
permit a small group of men to 
keep the world under arms or un- 
der constant threat of war. But the 
trouble with those who sneer at 
peace-making and the talk of peace 
is that they have forgotten that rul- 
ers do not make peace. Peoples do. 
Back in 1918, the same military dis- 
cipline which now holds the sub- 
jects of the axis powers under its 
yoke was believed invincible, yet 
long before there was a military de- 
feat, the peoples of central Europe 
were reached with a voice for 
peace.

Jjfioiday the one government which 
can speak similar words is unhap- 
pily not trusted except by one 
Bide, This is not irreparable. Amer- 
ica's course has inevitably been in- 
tertwined with that, of Great Britain 
and the democratic spirit, but pre- 
cisely because America believes 
herself the exponent of human jus- 
tic* there.Js;-an opportunity for the 
United -States to-penetrate the peo- 
ple* o£ centraljEurope with a plea 
for-peace. America-with food and 
boundless wealth fortunately can 
promise and'achieve an economic 
rate-ration;

empty... 
- The pope seems to have sensed 
the possibilities of a crusade for 
peace even in the midst of war, for 
he pleads thus In his prayer: 
j_,"Thou hast words which penetrate 
and "overcome hearts,, which en- 
lighten-intellect, which assuage an- 
ger 'arid extinguish hates and re- 
yenge. Speak that word which will 
jrtill storm, which will heal the-sick, 
jsrhich is light to the blind and hear- 
ing to the deaf and life to the;dead. 
Peace among men which thou de- 
eirest,is dead. Bring.it back to life, 
0 Divine Conqueror of death." ' 


In a nation whose dominant phil- 


osophy has been built on the doc- 
trines of human brotherhood made 
explicit by the words of Moses and 
Christ, there can be a'powerful de- 
mand for peace if,*he men who oc- 
cupy, positions oi leadership inside 
and outside of'government venture 
to give it a-chance. The idea of urg 
ing peace, however, has been dis- 
tortedj-b'y those who fear it means 
surrender and beguilement into de- 
feafT No "armistice need ever be 
.signed, however, till peoples every- 
.where show they are in earnest in 
their demand for a peace with jus- 
tice.

Can Offer Freedom 


^ America is today a factor of in- 
Jcalculable strength in the war. Not 
xmly are men being drafted, but fac-

length of time and that wooer «r 


later the triumph of reason and jus- 
tice must come. Maybe it is Ameri 
ica's destiny to convey that thought 
dramatically and earnestly to the 
peoples of the world again 
and 


again until it takes hold.

must be a start sometime. Maybe 
renewed faith and our persistence 
toward peace is the true answer to 
the pope's prayer.

Washington—As if we didn't have enough to worry about, we have the 


problem of what to do with our defeated presidential candidates: . 


One solution might be to tell them to go j^np in the lake. After a" man 


has run for president, and has received millions of votes, he considers 
himself a public spokesman and refuses to be pashed aside. And quite 


rightly. He has earned a place in public affairs. But 
no such place is assigned to him, under our-'system, 
except whatever one he can make by his own wits.' 


Usually a defeated candidate is reduced to making 


occasional speeches on topics of the 'day before' pri- 
vate gatherings. He takes his chances on'publicity and 
radio time and unless he becomes sensational he gets 
only Class B attention. 


A suggestion is gaining currency for a_constitutional 


amendment that would automatically make a defeated 
major-party candidate for president a United States 
senator for life, or until he reaches a certain age, per- 
haps 70 years. The same thing, it is suggested, should 
be done for ex-presidents. 


Such a proposal would give us now these senators-

at-large: James M. Cox. John W. Davis, Alfred E. 


Smith, Herbert Hoover, Alf M. Landon and Wendell Willkie. 


Can anyone say that this group of men would not be valuable to the 


nation sitting as United States senators? 


This proposal has been made not only in private correspondence which 


has come in since the election but it is discussed at length in an editorial 
in the current Saturday Review of 
Literature. 


It is recalled that as the constitu- 


tion was originally adopted, the can- 
didate receiving the second highest 
vote for president became vice presi- 
dent. That gave recognition of a 
kind to the minority, although the 
vice presidency is something of an 
ornamental office except in its po- 
tential character. The senatorial sug- 
gestion is a more useful one. 
Recognition Of Minority 
Is Democratic Principle 


If majority rule is a prime ele- 


ment of our form of government, so 
is recognition of the minority. Our 
whole political system protects the 
minority in its right to criticize the 
government and to try to throw the 
incumbents out. But we immediate- 
ly take out of circulation the man 
who leads this minority in presi- 
dential campaigns. 


Of course it will be said that if 


we give public office to a defeated 
candidate for president, why not to 
a defeated candidate for the senate 
or the house? There is a difference. 
The senator or representative is es- 
sentially a local agent. The tenden- 
cy of senators and representatives is 
to champion the local interest of 
their constituents without too much 
regard for national policy. The most 
loyal administration senator is like- 
ly to bolt on tariff matters, and did 
in the reciprocal trade program if

his own local state interests were 
opposed to it We had the spectacle 
of the late Senator Fittman, chair- 
man of the senate foreign relations 
committee, fighting the Hull recip- 
rocal trade program. 


An infusion into the senate of 


men with the prestige of presiden- 
tial candidacy would go a long way 
toward bridging over these section- 
al patchworks and would tend to 
make the senate more a national 
forum for dealing with national 
problems from a national point cf 
view. These senators-at-large would 
be free to think in national terras 
and to improve the level of debate. 
If there is anything more impor- 
tant right now to democracy I'd 
like to know what it is. 


But the very suggestion that such 


a change would improve the level 
of debate probably will kill the 
idea. Practical senators are not apt 
to vote to submit a .constitutional 
amendment that would bring into 
their midst a bloc of elder states- 
men. But they can't throw a fellow 
in jail for bringing up the sugges- 
tion.

Child Should be Dressed 
Warmly for Daily Outing t 
BY ANOELO PATBl 


Many people believe that because children are imall they are weak 


and in need of extra protection. To a reasonable degree this is so. No 
child is able to stand all that an adult can take without injury, but on 
the whole, children, in their own sphere, are tough enough to take the 
ordinary strains of life without harm and with great enjoyment most of 
the time. 
. 
' 


Cold weather frightens some people, especially those past their first 


strength, and-they want to abut the children in the house to keep them 
warm. Children need to be warm enough to be comfortable, but as cold 
w.cather in winter is about the only kind most of our children are going 
to meet they might better get used to ij and like it. They will if we let 
them. And their health will be the better for an outing every day, save 
the extremely stormy ones. 


Dw't Overdress Them 


They ought to be warmly dressed. Tha,t does not mean that all the 


sweaters and mufflers and leggins in the house should be piled on them 
until they look and feel like doughnut men. 


We have had children come to school wearing layer upon layer of 


heavy clothing so that they could 
not move their arms and legs fast 
enough to keep warm. One child fell 
on the stairs and rolled down the 
short flight like a bundle of over- 
coats. He was so padded he could 
not get up without help. Of course, 
he was not hurt, being upholstered 
so well, but he need not have rolled 
down the stairs had he been prop- 
erly dressed for the cold day. 


A loosely woven union suit, stock- 


ings that cover the knees, an easy- 
fitting woolen suit one sweater, one 
outer coat, warm mittens, warm cap 
that can be pulled over the ears on 
bad days, high rubbers over stout 
shoes, a paper handkerchief or two 
in each pocket, and he is ready for 
the road come rain or fair weather. 


Beware of Wet Feet 


When there is snow, or puddles, or 


mud, he needs his rubbers. There is 
no use in expecting him to keep out 
of the drifts and the puddles. He, 
and she. will get into each one they 
pass if it is a possibility. The wet- 
ness will not harm them if their 
stockings and shoes are taken off as 
soon as they get into the house, their 
feet and legs bathed in warm wa- 


ter and rcstockinged and reshod. 
Sitting or standing about in cold, 
wet feet will more than likely bring 
on trouble. The cold and the wet, in 
themselves, do no harm if the child 
is properly dressed and promptly 
cared for afterward. 


Fresh air is the best preventive, 


and a most helpful remedy against 
colds. The child who is kept in- 
doors is more likely to catch cold 
than the sturdy one who is warmly 
dressed and sent out to take the 
weather as it comes. This applies to 
the sturdy, healthy children of the 
usual sort—not the ailing, sickly 
child who must follow the physi- 
cian's orders. He, too, will benefit 
by taking the cold weather as much 
in his stride as his condition per- 
mits. Let the children make friends 
with the weather and they will do 
better in every way.

If you had lived .in England seven 


centuries ago, you might have 
heard of Roger Bacon, but I do not 
feel at all sure about that.

took up work as a college professor. 


During the rest of his life he 


earned his living by teaching at 
Oxford and at the University of 
Paris. 


Although there were no printed 


books at that time, many hand- 
written books existed. Some of 
these were in 
Latin, others in 


Greek, still others in Arabic.

thought of the Arabs, or Moslems. 
as enemies, but the Arabs had done 
much to help the cause of knowl- 
edge. They had gathered old •writ- 
ings of India and other lands which 
they had conquered. To the Arabs 
we owe the spread of our present 
number system of "Arabic num- 
erals." They did not invent the so- 
called "Arabic numerals," but found 
out about them in India and passed 
th« knowledge to Europe. 


Roger Bacon studied the writings 


cf the Arabs, and this did much to 
make him interested in "alchemy."

metals into gold.

Johnson Refutes Assertion 
Dictator Needed in Wartime 


Bt HUGH S. JOHNSON 


Washington, D. C.—It is being said with increasing repetition and In- 


sistence that a democracy can't fight a dictatorship without creating a 
dictatorship in itself. It is not true but, like so much other sloganeering, 
things constantly repeated have a way of getting themselves accepted ev- 
en without much debate, especially if they have some truth or an ap- 


pearance of truth. 


It is true that complete involvement in major war 


requires increased centralized power in government 
and temporary surrender of some civil right, but what 
is thus necessary falls far short of a domestic dicta- 
torship. 


What this country did in industrial mobilization for 


our last war was so effective that most warring na- 
tions have copied the general plan with their own 
varialions^-cspecially, Germany. Woodrow Wilson got 
about what he asked for, but the statuatory dictatorial 
powers he used were very slender. 


As far as industry was concerned, the whole struc- 


ture was built on two powers—one was the power to 
commandeer factories, the other wasf to prescribe 


Johnson 
"priority lists"—statements of government needs for 


the products of industry which the administration decided must be filled 
before any other orders. Commandeering differed very little from the 
peacetime power of eminent domain—if the government needs a property 
and the owner is unwilling to sell, the administration takes it over and 
the courts determine what is "just compensation" to be paid to the owner. 


It was not the use of these powers, 


but their existence and the threat of 
them that enabled the government 
to get what it wanted. In almost all 
cases, a mere request with no threat 
or use of power was all that was 
needed. In time of war, in this coun- 
try nearly all of business is eager to 
do its part. 


But as in all such community ef- 


forts, there is always a little "chisel- 
ing fringe" of slackers who try to 
take advantage of the burdens borne 
by their more unwilling competition. 
Both to make the combined effort 
effective and to protect the patriotic 
from the greedy, it is advisable 
sometimes to get tough with this 
gentry and it is necessary to be able 
to do so. 


In the World war. one great but 


misguided manufacturer blustered 
and said: 'I won't." B. M. Baruch, 


who was making the "request", 
didn't answer directly. He simply 
reached for the telephone and let 
his visitor hear his directions on the 
subject of priorities which, in 24 
hours, would have cut those great 
plants off from any possible supply 
of fuel, power and railroad trans- 
portation. It was enough. Not only 
did it change "I won't" to "I will" in 
ten minutes time, but that old 
roughneck became one of the most 
enthusiastic supporters of the war 
program and turned in one of the 
best and quickest jobs in difficult 
production in the whole war effort. 


Except for the railroads 
and a 


telegraph company, which rested on 
a different basis, outright comman- 
deering was used only once. That 
statement once before made in this 
column has been challenged. 
It is 


correct. The case was that of the 


Smith and WOMB, manufacturing 
company for refusal to accept an 
•ward of the national war labor 
board. 


There was no press censorship 


except the willingness of tht entire 
press voluntarily to comply with 
suggestions of the administration. 
There was a tight control of ex- 
ports, as there is now. Food supply 
was pretty thoroughly regulated by 
a control of profits rather than of 
prices and of a licensing system 
governing distribution. 


That was as near as this country 


came to dictatorship in the greatest 
military and industrial effort ever 
made up to that time. It is as near 
ss is necessary now.
